V *t* Far Constitutional Amendment 


Permitting Levy of Direct Income 


Tex In Ceeee of Emergeney. 


Denver, Colo., Sept. 22.—Making his 
way still further to the west. President 
Taft arrived in Denver, and in th* Au­ 
ditorium, where a year ago Mr. Bryan 
wa* nominated as his opponent In the 
presidential 
race, faced a crowd of 
thousands that in its noisy welcome 
and continuing enthusiasm recalled 
some of the scenes of convention week. 
President Taft, switching from his 
purpose to discuss the question of the 
conservation of national resources in 
his Denver speech, elected to take up 
the corporation tax passed as a part 
of the Payne tariff bill and to defend 
it as against the proposition to Impose 
a direct income tax, which he ac­ 
knowledged seemed likely to paas the 
senate when the corporation tax was 
devised as a compromise. The presi­ 
dent strongly urged that all the states 
should adopt the proposed amendment 
to the constitution, however, to make 
an income 
tax 
possible in time of 
need. 
Corporation Tax the Best. 
The president declared that the cor­ 
poration tax was in itself the best 
form of Isoome tax that could be 
levied, and pointed out that it con­ 
tained many of the best featurea of 
the Income tax law of England. 
In 
urging that the states should vote for 
th* amendment to the constitution per­ 
mitting th** levy of a direct income 
tax, without apportioning the proceeds 
among the slates according to their 
population, the president declared that 
it would be possible so to amend the 
corporation tax as to include within 
it* scope every desired feature of an 
income tax except the levy upon In 
comes derived from actual salary and 
professional services 
The president said he oppoeed a di­ 
rect income tax except in cases of 
emergency, and he believed it to be a 
prime fault in the federal constitution 
that no provision is made for a direct 
levy to me**t war time or other extra­ 
ordinary expanses. 
Mr. Taft declared that it was the 
supreme court decision declaring un­ 
constitutional 
the income 
tax 
law 
passed by a iH-mocratic congress some 
v< ara ago that prevented the leaders 
in congress 
during the session re­ 
cently closed from including In 
the 
corporation tax measure a provision 
for a levy upon bonds and bondhold­ 
er*. 
The president baaed his argument I* 
favor of the corpn ration tax, as com­ 
pared to the direct income tax. al­ 
most entirely upon the results of the 
in c o m e tax in Fkigland. 
Why He Opposed Direct Income Tax. 
He pointed out that the tax there Is 
not a direct 
levy, such a* wa* re­ 
cently defeated in the senate 
only 
through a compromise, but that it laid 
the tax upon the income before it came 
into the hands of the individual. The 
English tax is levied first on the de­ 
clared dividend# of corporations, sec­ 
ondly on rents 
before 
leaving the 
hands of the tenants, and thirdly on 
th** individual directly. 
It was found 
in England that a direct Income tax 
at IO per cent did not produce aa much 
revenue as the present method of tax­ 
ation at 5 per cen t This he declared 
illustrated the premium that the direct 
tax place* upon perjury and conceal­ 
m ent 
It is a question, the president de­ 
clared. whether salaries and Incomes 
from professional work should be tax­ 
ed as heavily as Incomes derived from 
investments or not taxed at all. The 
latter, he said, was fhe effect of the 
corporation tax.

MANY TRIBUTES OF RESPECT 


When the Governor’s Body W as Taken 


to the Train the Streets Were Lined 


With 
People,

Heads Bared. 


Taft Sends Message of Sympathy to 


Widow. 


St. Paul, Minn., Sept. 22.—One of the 
most rem arkable tributes ever paid to 
the memory of a public man In Min 
nesota was accorded the late Governor 
Johnson, who died Tuesday an the re­ 
sult of an intestinal operation. 
From the hour th at the governor’s 
death was first publicly announced by 
tolling of bells in Rochester, all ususl 
public activity was abandoned.

banks, stores and offices were closed 
and buildings were draped In black 
and purple crepe. 
Governor Johnson’s body was escort­ 
ed to a special train for St. Paul by 
a throng of citizens from every walk 
of life. On the train were Mrs. John 
son. a few- of her personal friends, 
state officers and friends of the late 
governor. As the cortege passed down 
the street h a d in g to the railway sta 
tion the escort lined up on either side 
with bared heads and the hundreds of 
people around the depot showed a like 
respect. 
Mayor Thompson had pro­ 
claimed it a day of public mourning. 
All the way along th e route to St. 
Paul flags were at half-mast and tile 
buildings draped with crepe. 
At the capitol the body was placed 
in the rotunda, where it lay in «tat*. 
This afternoon Rev. J 
J. I^iwler. 
chaplain of the governor's staff, con­ 
ducted services In the capitol Tom or­ 
row the body will be tak**u to St Pa­ 
ters. where final services will be held 
under 
Presbyterian 
auspices, 
with 
Rev. R. E. Clarke in charge.

in which hr is and always will be held 
In Minnesota and elsewhere* and the 
record of his high and valued public 
service may come as a boon to you In 
your sorrow and may In tim* lighten 
the burden you are now called upon 
to hear.” 
Adolph O. Eberhart. lieutenant gov 
ernor, was sworn in as chief executive 
of the state after the death of Gov­ 
ernor Johnson.
